“If that is the case,’ explained Blair, 
“any outside teams that competed against 
our teams would be subject to suspension 
for competing against professional teams. 
That would mean that the teams from all 
over the province that took part in the On- 
tario elimination tournament would have to 1973.

“We have asked the CASA to present 
with a copy of its constitution and 
copy of the minutes of the Ottawa meeting.

Matt Blair strikes out at CASA ‘pro’ ruling

The Canadian Amateur Softball Association ruled on the 
weekend that both the Ontario Fastball League the West- 
ern Fastball League will be classed as professional leagues. 

This means that London Dukes, one entry in OFL, will 
not be able to compete for the Canadian championships to be 


held in Victoria, B.C., Aug. 25-31. ;

Larry Skinner, executive director of the CASA who unlike 
Blair's position is employed on a full-time, basis, says the 
time has come to take a stand with regard to the difference 
between amateur and professional fastball in Canada. 

After hearing what Blair had to say, Skinner, from his of- 
fice in Ottawa replied: ‘‘We gave him no indication that we 
approved anything . . . he must have assumed that every- 
thing was hunky-dory. 

“We are not against pro softball .. . we just want them to 
say they are pro and we'll work together. We want to sit 
down and set up a working agreement.”’ 

The CASA defines that any player who takes money for 
personal gain is a pro. 

The Dukes’ Dick Hames, London's representative at all 
OFL meetings, questions where the line is drawn when a 


player such as Wally Dick — possibly the highest paid player 


in Canada — who pitches for the Richmond Hill, is allowed 
to continue as an amateur. 

According to Hames, two OFL clubs were after the sery- 
ices of Dick but just could not meet his financial demands. 
One of the two clubs — St. Catharines Blue Boys — play out 
of the sling-shot pitcher's home town. 

“We're not anywhere being professional,” added Hames. 
“The whole thing seems kind of ridiculous to me on the sur- 
face.” 

Ridiculous or not, the action has been taken. The responsi- 
bility now rests with the Ontario Fastball League to dispute 
the claim.

Sacrifice play is toughest 

“You've got to be in tight on the corners or you're beat on 
bunt situations. With the pitching as it is, a guy is dead if he 
stays back too far. The idea in this league much of the time is 
to push a base-runner into scoring position with the bunt 
because one run will win quite a few games.” 

In the early going Wolosyn hasn't been overly tested with 
bunts, But he says there are some teams who use the bunt quite 
a bit to throw a team off. 

“Oshawa’s Tony’s have quite a bit of power, but they revert to 
the bunt a lot. Then you have to consider Wags’ (pitcher Keith 
Wagler) fielding, He's a great hurler, but everybody knows his 
fielding can stand improvement. We don’t like to see Keith 
Pe those bunts. We like to cut the ball off before it gets to 

im,” 

Offensively, Woloshyn hit only. 248 last season when the Kit- 
chener club finished in a dead heat with Toronto for second- 
place, only to lose the No. 2 playoff position in a sudden-death 
game at Woodside Park.

A shaving kit comes out here, 
and dirty underwear is thrown 
there. 

Newspapers are scattered ar- 
ound the room, invariably opened to 
the sports page. 

But a motel room is just a place 
for cleaning up and having a sleep 
before moving on. 

During September two regular 
members of the show leave to pur- 
sue other interests. 

The King’s son, J. R., is now 
taking law at Harvard, and the oth- 
er player, Doug Anderson, is a foot- 
ball, coach at an American college. 

Les Barber, a Canadian, joined 
the team as a replacement. 

At 25, Barber is a baseball gyp- 
sy who left his native Toronto to 
play professional fastball in Edmon- 
ton in the Western Canadian Fast- 
ball League. 

“The King called me up last 
week and I haven't had the chance 
yet to even tell my parents. I just 
flew down to Toronto to hook up 
with him when he was at the CNE.”
